DAMASCUS, Nov, 26 (R) — Palestinian 
commandos Wednesday claimed responsibil- 
ity for ambushing a bus in the occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan and said they caused 
many casualties among Israelis riding in iL 
A spokesman, quoted by die Palestine 
news agency (WAFA), said in a statement 
that the bus was carrying Israeli settlers when 
it was attacked near Nablus. 

The commandos used automatic weapons 
and hand grenades in the attack “and 
inflicted many casualties among enemy 
ranks,” he added. Bus passengers tried to 
shoot at “our commandos, but these suc- 
ceeded in silencing the sources of enemy 

fife,” the spokes man said. 

He added that the commandos later “con- 
tinued their move outside the zone of opera- 
tions with full success." The Israelis searched 
the area and “detained tens of our people on 
the pretext of involvement in the attack,” he 
said. 

Reports from Tel Aviv had said unkn own 
assa i lants ambushed an Israeli bus but 
“caused no serious casualties.” 

The Israeli radio meanwhile said Israeli 
troops clashed with Palestinian demons- 
trators Wednesday during a house-to-house 
search for gunmen who fired at the bus. . 

Two demonstrators were injured during 
the incident in which the Arabs threw rocks

The c omm unique, broadcast by Tehran 
radio, said the burning storage tanks have a 
capacity of 93 million barrels of jet fuel. 
Their pipeline network was destroyed along 
hath an adjacent airbase and oilfield installa- 
tion sligh tly to the south of the nerve center of 
Iraq’s industry, according to the co mm um-

There was no immediate comment xrom 

Iraq on die Iranian daim. Another Tehran 
broadcast claimed two Soviet-made Iraqi jets 
bombed the Iranian city of Khouaniabad.

tittered with the bodies of victims. 

Iran’s official news agency Pars said two 
hotels and several shops and cars at Khor- 
rama bad’s Sbaqayeq Square were hit in the 
attack. 

; “The piled up bodies of those killed and 
; injured are being removed to hospital,”, said 
:Pars. Khorramabad has an estimated 
100.000 population. 

An Iraqi communique confirmed the air 
; strikes of Khorramabad, saying fuel storage 
tanks, -an assembly base of 1 50 military vehi- 
^des and the city’s power station were des- 
■tcqyed. Both countries stopped oil exports 
since the war broke out in Sept, 22. But oil 
industry sources in the Middle East said Iraq 


resumed exports through Turkey, pumping 
an estimated average of 350,000-400,000 
barrels a day via the Kirkuk pipeline. Iraq’s 
pre-war exports averaged 32 million barrels 
a day. 

Iraqi fighters Tuesday attacked Iranian 
positions round the town of Sumar in tire 
central sector of the wax batftefxont, and one 
of the planes was shot down, the official Iraqi 
News Agency (INA) said. 

The air strike on Sumar was hacked by 
helicopters and seven tanks were destroyed, 
it added. Iranian jets continued strikes into 
the Kurdish region of north-east Ixaqand hit 
Panjwin, in the Sulaimaniyah district, and 
other targets in Dahouk and Arbil provinces, 
INA said. It added that Iraqi anti-aircraft fire 
shot down an Iranian U.S.- built Phantom jet 
neqr Panjwin. 

5\t die oil-refinery center of Abadan, Iraqi 
forces destroyed Tuesday an Iranian oil- 
chemical laboratory, an assault-tank, four 
armored vehicles, two cannons mid three 
pocketes of Iranian resistance, INA said, 
quoting a high command communique. A 
radar station near Afliam was also destroyed 
die agency said. 

Iranian air forces launched Tuesday sev- 
eral raids on Iraqi civilian targets in the north 
near Sulaymaniyah, Dihok and Arbil, leaving 
one rivfliandead and two wounded, INA 
reported. Iraqi anti-aircraft defense downed 
an Iranian F-5 plane over the border, INA 
said. 

Iran's official news agency Pars spoke* of 
fighting from trench-to- trench for a chain of 
heights in the foothills of the Zagros moun- 
tain range that commands the doses: high- 
way routes from Iraq’s western border to the 
Iraqi capital of Baghdad. 

Iraqi communiques said enemy counterat- 


tacks were blunted at all major war theaters 
as the conflict on the Gulfs northern flank 
raged into its 66th day. 

Escalation of the air war was reported as 
Iran’s parliament speaker said recent air 
assaults on the Kuwaiti border were an Ira- 
nian warning to Arab countries of the Guii 
against trucking supplies to Iraq. 

Rafsanjani said Iran’s air force was 
ordered to attack supply convoys from 
Kuwait once they crossed the border mto 
Iraqi territory twice earlier this month. 

“One or two Iranian rockets fell 
Kuwaiti Al-Abdali border post with Iraq 
Rafsanjani said in an interview published by 
the pro-Iran Beirut newspaper As -Sajir.

But people in the capital wait about their 
business as usual Wednesday following a 
proclamation on national radio Tuesday 
assuring them that all in dividual and collec- 
tive liberties, in particular those of trade 
unionists, would be respected. 

The proclamation said the coup, which fol- 
lowed weeks of trade union and social unrest, 
had been triggered by a degradation in the 
social climate in all sectors of national life and . 
threats to individual and collective rights. It 
also cited the effects of hunger and durst in 
both rural and urban parts of this drought- 
ravaged country and the lack of any attempt 
to control prices of manufactured goods. 

Members of the Parachute Regiment, who 
arrived here from their base at Dedeou, 150 
miles to the north west, for the Decem b er 1 1 
anni versary celebrations, are also known to 
have helped. Col. Zerbo himself, who is mar- 
ried with eight children, is from the same 
Samo tribal grouping as Gen. Lamizana. He 
was foreign minister under the ex-president 
from 1974 to 1976.

TEHRAN, Nov. 26 (Agencies) — Iran’s 
Prime Minister Muhammad Ali Rajai told 
parliament Tuesday his government would 
set up a "new unit” to investigate the cases of 
people purged after die downfall of the 
monarchy. . 

People wrongly purged will be reinstated, 
the others should be sent to work at indus- 
tries, Rajai said. He said the investigating 
unit would be attached to the prime minis-

AMMAN, Nov. 26 (R) — Arab leaders 
discussed joint action against Israel Wednes- 
day despite die fact that the main forces con- 
fronting die Jewish state, including the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, (PLO), have 
boycotted the meeting. 

The boycott has split die Arab world into 
two opposing camps. The Amman meeting 
however is being attended by a majority of 
Arab states led by conservatives. 

A new strategy against Israel should have 
been top of the agenda when the truncated 
summit held its first working session in 
Amman Tuesday night. Six of the 21 full 
members of the Arab League stayed away. 

But die leaders decided to postpone politi- 
cal talks until they had dealt with the other 
main topic, plans for joint economic action. 
They then agreed to delay the political talks 
until Wednesday night to allow a day for pri- 
vate consultations. Diplomatic sources said 
the delay would enable the leaders to 
problems caused by the boycott. 

The leaders approved three parts of the 
strategy, one ctf them a plan to encourage 
more oil money to stay id the Arab world 
instead ofbeing invested in the United States, 
Europe or Japan. Finance ministers are still 
hammering out a fourth section dealing with 
development issues. 

“ The Arab leaders at the summit agreed 
that economic interdependence can dissolve 
political differences and discourages cantan- 
kerous bickering, ” the league official said. 

Jordan, speaking for the moderate camp 
within the Arab League, insisted it is unbe- 
coming for any Arab power to support Iran 
a gainst Iraq. 

While accentuating the economic factor as 
a remedy for Arab political rivalries, Arab 
League Secretary- General Chadli KJibi of 
Tunisia keynoted the need to bring an 
immediate end to the Iraq-Iran war. 

Iraqi sources said the joint economic 
development program . submitted by Iraq and 
detailed by league committees, envisaged 
committing .$ 15 biBicri oyer tJie nexi 10 
years. 

A broader economic integration program, 
prepared by the league, involves $ 62 billion 
in investment by the turn of the century. 

Jordan’ s Information Minister Adnan Abu 
Aoudeh told reporters the summit has 
approved three documents related to 
economic action, including investment in 
integrated industries and agricultural 
development throughout the Arab World. 
He said the three economic documents had 
been approved by an Arab League foreign 
ministers conference “ which included those 
who chose to boycott this summit. ” 

King Hussein urged that differences be 


henceforth resolved before they assume 
uncontrollable proportions. 

Difference, he said, quickly develop into 
conflict and conflicts into crises. What is 
worse, he added, is that a crisis between two 
governments often turns into a crisis between 
two peoples. ” 

North Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh, was reported to be tabling a proposal 
for the s ummi t to set up a committee of wise 
men as a permanent mediation squad to be 
ever-ready for good offices in the event of 
disagreement between two or more Arab 

governments. 

Said , the summit sources added, also sug- 
gested dispatching a “ pacification delega- 
tion ” to Syria. Iraq and Libya, '* irrespective 
of who is right and who is wrong. 

The summit leaders are convinced that the 
current split is bad for evciyooe, league offi- 
cial said. “ economic integration would be 
more effective and yield immediate fruit if all 
Arab states without exception participated. " 

The economic program calls for a " food 
security ” plan with KJibi warning that the 
Arab world will face an acute food shortage 
by the year 2,000. In addition to food. KJibi 
outlined extensive collective petrochemical, 
gas gathering, construction and other pro- 
jects. 

Russia denies 
secret articles 
in Syria pact 

MOSCOW, Nov. 26 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union Wednesday denied that there were 
any “secret articles and appendices” in the 
new Soviet- Syrian treaty signed on Oct. 8. 
Denying western press reports, the Commun- 
ist Party newspaper Pravda accused Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin of being the 
author of such fabrications. 

According to Pravda, Begin has been 
attempting to divert attention . from-in-* 
creased American arms deliveries to Israel 
and from the increased American military 
presence in the near and Middle East. 

The treaty “does not contain any secret 
appendices” and there “is not the shadow of 
danger to other countries" in it or" any inten- 
tion of harming their interests" ,Pravda said. 

The treaty on friendship and cooperation.-: 
signed by Syrian President Hafez Assad and 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, calls for 
strengthened military cooperation between 
the two countries, immediate contact when 
either is threatened and regular contacts on 
the problems of the Middle East.

Government prepares gold field study

JEDDAH, Nov. 26 — The Kingdom is on 
the doorstep of completing a feasibility study 
dial win weigh the prospects of the govern- 
ment approving full-scale production of gold 
appear to be good. 

The mine at Mahd Al Dhahab could pro- 
duce more than 100,000 tons of ore a year, 
which contains gold, silver, copper and zinc. 
The present gold price of more than $ 600 an 
ounce made the project viable. Surveys of the 
site have shown evidence erf open-pit mining 
there more than 3.000 years ago. 

Upon approval of the board of the state- 
owned petroleum and Mineral Corporation, 
a joint venture company owned equally by it 
and Consolidated Gold Fields Limited of Bri- 
tain would be formed to begin production, 
official sources said. 

Mahd, 300 kilometers northwest of Jed- 
dah, unquestionably is Arabia's historic mine 
and h looks firmly set to become the first pew 
one. An dent traflings of previous miners’ 
waste like those at dozens of other sites on the 
Shield mark two earlier mining period. 

Arabian mining activity was extensive dur- 
ing die rime of Solomon (961-922 B.C.),and 
during the Abbasid Caliphate (750*1258 
A.D.).

* DAMMAM, Nov. 26 (SPA) — The minis- 
ter of agriculture presented a report on water 

conditions in the Eastern Province to King 
Khaled during the ruler’s present visit. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman Al-Sheikh presented 
the report that indicated that water desalina- 
tion is becoming a major source of drinking 
water in the province. 

The minister said that for the time being, 
die province depends solely for its d rinkin g 
water on the five million gallons- a-day pro- 
duced by Part 1 of Al- Khobar desalination 
plant But the overall project will raise the 
production to 59 million gallons a day when it 
is completed after one and a half years — 12 
tiwy^ the quantity produced at present. 

Dr. Al-Sheikh said subterranean water will 

be added to these quantities before they ar6 
pumped to feed the networks covering 
D ammam , Al-Khobar, Dhahran, Qarif, 
Seehat, Rnhima and other villages. 

Another saline water conversion project is 
under consideration to boost die quantity 
even further, the official said. 

He added that the visit of King Khaled to 
irrigation and drainage projects in Hasa was 
indeed a good omen. The Hasa project will 
change die agricultural configuration of the 
area and will lead to £ better utilization of 
water for agricultural purposes, he added. 

The third five-year plan calls for construc- 
tion of 29 desalination plants or 15 plants 
more provided for the second pi an, whidh had 
14 plants, ora 107 per cent increase. Produo-, 
live capacity of the desalination plants under 
the new plan will be 8 1 6,000 cubic meters of 
water a day, a 356 per cent increase over the 
figure for the second plan desalination pro- 
jects, totalling 179,000 cubicmeteis.

Subscribers 
should note that all special service codes will 
become unified three-digit codes Kingdom- 
wide on December 12 (Safar 5) when the 
dries of Jeddah, Mecca, Taif, Yanbu and 
Medina are converted from their old two- 
digit codes. 

Phone booths are coloured in easily recog- 
nizable orange. A sign that is illuminated at 
night makes identification that much quicker. 
Instruction cards are placed at each location, 
as are two copies of Saudi Telephone's direc- 
tory for the region.

U.S. monitoring 
Ogaden situation 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (Agencies) — 
The U.S. State Department said Tuesday it 
has under ’‘constant review" die military 
situation in the Ogaden region of Ethiopia in 
light of assurances by the Somali government 
that it would avoid military involvement on 
behalf of ethnic Somalis in that area. 

The assurances were given the State 
Department last summer when the East Afri- 
can government agreed to allow increased 
U.S. access to military facilities in Somalia as 
part of an '^American effort to expand its 
military capability in the Arabian Sea area. 

State Department spokesman John Tratt- 
ner was asked about reports that Somalia was 
waging a military offensive in the Ogaden a 
month after the Somalis had pledged to avoid 
such activities. 


“We cannot confirm the accuracy of these 
reports but even if accurate, the fighting 
would not appear to be a Somali offensive.” 
Tra truer said. He said the United States 
attaches great importance to Somalia's 
adherence to its pledges to “avoid the pres- 
ence" of regular forces outside its interna- 
tionally recognized boundaries. 

Congress agreed to an administration 
request for $20 million in military assistance 
to Somalia provided the State Department 
could verify that all regular Somali forces had 
been withdrawn from the Ogaden. 

Tratmer said no such aid has been pro- 
vided to the Somali government to date and 
“ we have the situation in the Ogaden and the 
Somali interest in military equipment under 
constant review.” 



Turkes faces one to six years imprisonment 


ANKARA. Nov. 26 (Agencies) — A 
Turkish court prosecutor here has requested 
a one to six-year prison sentence for Alp a si an 
Turkes, chairman of the extreme right-wing 
Nationalist Action Party (NAP), for “insult- 
ing the government.”

Afghan rebels meet Reagan’s aide

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 — The 
Afghanistan re i stance movement has made 
its first contacts with the incoming Reagan 
administration, two representatives of the 
Afghan rebels said here Tuesday. 

Sayed Bahaouddin Majrooh and Saduddin 
Shpoon. who arrived here from New York 
after attending the European Security Con- 
ference in Madrid, have held talks with 
former ambassador Robert Neumann, who 
heads Ronald Reagan's State Department 
transition Team. 


The two Afghan’s described Neumann, 
who was once the U.S. ambassador in Kabul, 
as “an old friend,” and indicated their talks 
were productive. 

Majrooh and Shpoon also met with several 
senators on Capitol Hill, they told reporters 
at a press conference here. The senators were 
“very interested" in hearing die latest 
developments in Afghanistan, they said, 
a dding they were “very happy about the 
reception” they received in Congress. 

The two Afghans are university of Kabul 
professors who fled Afghanistan this year. 
They said they were acting on behalf of the 
resistance movement and were in constar* 
contact with the rebel forces.

And ah .in a chorus:

We tear them into pieces and 
pass them through the car windows, page by 
page, to the fifteen children who press their 
little snotty faces against the glass. They 
dance with joy, and as the car starts slowly on 
the stony path, our escort leaves us and gal- 
lops bade towards the village, shouting: 

“This is a Nepal book! This is a Nepal 
book!” 
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UNITY BADLY NEEDED 

To those who argue that the current Amman summit 
should have been postponed, because of the extent and 
depth of divisions in the Arab world today, the answer is 
that it is precisely because of the gravity of the state of 
inter- Arab relations that the summit has to be held on 
time and given every chance to succeed. At no time 
before has the need of the Arab world for unity been 
more dire. At no time has the danger to the nation as a 
whole been more pronounced. 

The constant and major point of explosion in the 
Middle East is still there, and has been growing more 
and more threatening. Israel, it is obvious, is far from 
satisfied with its annexation of Jerusalem, and its unchal- 
lenged and continuing colonization of the West Bank. 
Soon, it will formalize its annexation of the Golan 
Heights, and will either before or after that, launch its 
expected attack on South Lebanon. 

The new danger represented by the Iraqi-Iranian war 
is showing no signs of abating. In fact, it threatens to 
engulf new areas, with all that this implies in terms of 
foreign intervention and superpower confrontation. 
Furthermore, a hew president is due to be inaugurated 
in the United States in January — which means that it is 
from now till then that the Arab world must bring all its 
power to lobby for a new stand on the Middle East, one 
which will break the deadlock on the way to an honor- 
able peace. Will the Arab world be able to exert such a 
pressure without a coherent, common strategy, worked 
out in detail by all parties? And when is the time to work 
it out but now? 

Surely the dangers and challenges facing the Arab 
world brook no delay; and that they are of an order of 
urgency and gravity far outweighing inter-Arab dis- 
putes, that the Arab leaders have no choice but to sit 
down and work a way out 
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Kaunda’ s plot theories keep Zambia on edge

LUSAKA — 

On the 250- mile drive from Zambia’s capital, 
Lusaka, and die Kafue National Park, you axe likely 
to be stopped at some 10 roadblocks. At half of 
them, your vehicle will be checked for the presence 
of tsetse fly (the bearer of sleeping sickness) and 
sprayed with insecticide. At the others, manned by 
soldiers, police or paramilitary police, bearing 
automatic rifles, some with fixed bayonets, the 
nature of the quarry is not announced, but the 
objective is dearly to frustrate the enemies of the 
state. 

These roadblocks on major roads were set up last 
month at the same time that a 7 p.m. to 6 pjn. 
curfew was enforced in Zambia’s main towns in the 
wake of an attempt to overthrow the government. 
President Kenneth Kaunda, who has led Zambia 
through its first 16 difficult years of independence, 
told the country about the plot on the eve of the 
latest independence anniversary celebrations. 

pie security forces had carried out a preemptive 
strike against a force of mercenaries from Zai re and - 
defeated them £n a shootou t on a farm 15 miles from 
Lusaka. At the same time, a dozen or so prominent 
Zambians had been arrested. Kaunda accused 
South Africa of encouraging the plotters in the hope 
of “destabilizing'’ Zambia. 

In the weeks since those dramatic announce- 
ments, Zambia has lived in an atmosphere of ill- 
defined menace. It is still not dear what the mer- 
cenaries were planning to do or who was giving 
ftem their orders. No convincing evidence has been 
produced to support the allegations of South Afri- 
can involvement. 

One of the Zambians arrested last month, the 


former high commissioner ■ in London, Elias 
Chipimo, has since been released. Aaron Milner, a 
former home affairs minister, allegedly wanted by 
the police, returned to Zambia from Zimbabwe (he 
told the local press that Kaunda had been misled by 
a “‘gang of three” advisers) but he has not been 
arrested. 

At the same time, Kaunda has repeatedly criti- 
cized Zambian trade unions, and two union leaders, 
and two union leadexs. Frederick Chfluba and 
Newstead Zimba, chairman and deputy chairman 
of the Zambian Congress of Trade Unions, have 
had their passports withdrawn. 

The surface impression is that Kaunda is 
threatened from several directions at the same time. 
Seasoned observers, however, feel that he is sec- 
urely in power for the immediate future and has, if 
anything, strengthened his position in recent weeks. 
His critics are on disarray and he dearly is able to 
rely on the support of the armed forces. 

But the tensions are unlikely to go away. The 
government makes no attempt to conceal that the 
Zambian economy is in a bad way. Ministers in 
extended television interviews concede the inade- 
quacy of foreign exchange earnings, of domestic 
food production and of transport and make no pre- 
tence that things are likely to get better soon. 

Zambia consumes about 700,000 tons of maize a 
year and last year had to import 300,000 tons. First 
estimates suggest that the shortfall will be about the 
same this year. Commercial farmers argue that 
Zambia could be made self-sufficient in maize if 
only they were given the right incentives. Instead 
they say, domestic prices are held artificially low, 
although the resulting low production means 
importing maize (much of it from South Africa) at 
prices about 50 per cent higher, and which must be 


paid, moreover, in scarce foreign currency. 

A major difficulty for the government is control- 
ling the expectation of better times that bubbled up 
after the end of the Rhodesian war earlier this year. 
Workers are pressing for higher wages and the 
unions have threatened strikes in support of the 
wage demands. The suggestion that such threats are 
somehow part of an anti-government plot may 
make the unions hesitate but it does not provide a 
long-term answer. 

Another cause of tension between the unions and 
the one-party state is the move now under way to 
sweep aside existing forms of local government and 
replace them with a new grassroots party structure. 
-Rightly or wrongly, the unions see this increased 
power of the United National Independence Party 
as a threat to themselves. 

It is typical of Zambia today that criticism is 
directed against the party — especially against old 
guard members of the central .committee — and 
against some of the president's veteran advisers 
rather than against Kaunda himself. If he has a 
serious challenger, then the challenge is remarkable 
Satte voce. 

However, there is beginning to grow an impati- 
ence with the petty irritations of the curfew. At first 
many people welcomed the obligation to spend a 
few quiet nights at home. The novelty quickly wore 
off. Families have now taken to spending the night 
at one another's homes, rather than eat early and 
risk life and limb in a dash for home. 

For many business, it is a potential disaster. The 
all-night disco is an attempt to avoid bankruptcy. It 
is a time for ingenuity, but there is a growing, 
gloomy feeling that the curfew will last beyond 
Christmas. 


Dictators heartened by Reagan victory

LONDON — 

“If you look at old Reagan films you’ll see be was 
always being shot at by Mexicans with big mous- 
taches and enormous hats. It could be a due to the 
future,” joked a distinguished Latin American. 

Nowhere in the world was the Carter-Reagan 
duel followed with more interest than in Latin 
America, much of which, like it or not, is still Unde 
Sam’ s backyard. Few regions have a greater poten- 
tial for the next preadent trouble. The first 

reaction to the Republican victory came from the 
right-wing regimes whose jailers and torturers had 
to adopt a low profile during the unpredictable but 
often tempestuous winds of Jimmy Carter 7 s human 
rights policy. 

As soon as Ronald Reagan emerged as a posable 
president more than a year ago, la tin America's 
right-wing extremists, from Argentina, Chile and 
Paraguay right up to Central America, began pray- 
ing for him nightly. In the past few days, expressions 
of relief have been audible from the Videia regime 
in Buenos Aires, from the drug- runners and gener- 
als who rule Bolivia, from the Guatemalan military 
strug gling agains t increasing domestic unrest and 
from the embattled junta in blood-soaked El Sal- 


vador. 

The common theme is one of rejoicing that the . 
Carter era is past and hope that Reagan will be 
more understanding of tile sad necessity of using 
every method, dean or dirty, to eradicate chal- 
lenges to the present establishments. 

In the left-wing camp there is tittle hiding the 
consternation. The radical Sandinista government 
in Nicaragua, still trying to consolidate itself after a 
little over a year in office, has said archly that a 
small thing like the U.S. election will not change the 
relationship between Washington and Managua. 
But underneath is the fear that Reagan will decide 
to send troops to Central America to prop up the 
Salvadorean junta and still the winds of change in 
the area. 

In Havana, Moscow's exposed bridgehead in the 
Western Hemisphere, President Castro has every 
excuse to feel jittery about the president- elect In 
the past few months he has made it dear that he 
regards the Castro government almost as a hostage 
in U.S. hands against which severe action will be 
taken if the Russians do not evacuate Afghanistan." 
Reagan bas talked openly of a new naval blockade 
against the island. 

Though the government-controlled newspapers 


in Havana continue to this day to write Nixon with a 
swastika in place of the X, and to pour scorn on 
President Carter's decision to give entry to the tens 
of thousands of dissidents who fled the island this 
year, it could be that the Castro government will 
look back to the days of Nixon and Carter with 
, nostalgia as they enter tire Reagan era. 

. The question for Latin America must be whether 
the new president will live up to his aggressively 
right-wing statements he has made on Latin 
America. If he does, the effect in much of Latin 
America will be explosive, particularly in Central 
America and the Caribbean where, despite the 
recent victory of the right in the Jamaican elections, 
there is great restrveness. 

Only in Brazil, the giant of South America, does 
there seem to be genuine lack of interest about who 
will be die newU.S. president Over the pastdacade 
Brazil has borrowed so much money from Western 
banks, well over $50 billion, that the U.S. and 
Europe have no alternative but to continue to shore 
up tire Brazilian economy. If they do not the finan- 
cial consequences to some of the biggest banks in 
the West could be catastrophic The Brazilian milit- 
ary know that come Carter, come Reagan, 
Washington will have to keep in with Brazil. 


Kenya’s 
killings raise 
border tension

NAIROBI - 

A renewed outbreak of violence by Somali fight- 
ers in the desertlands of Kenya's northeastern pro- 
vince has brought swift retribution from the Kenya 
government against the local population. Most of 
the inhabitants are ethnic Somalis with Kenyan 
nationality who have been accused for supporting 
the fighters locally known as “ Shiftas. ” 

Worsening security in the sparsely populated 
country bordering Somalia took an even graver turn 
recently when an armed gang murdered a Kenya 
government district officer in the Garissa district 
The murderers were alleged to have come from 
across the border. 

The Kenyan provincial commissioner. Benson 
Kaaria. immediately warned the population that, if 
they did not help to round up the Shifras within 14 
days, they would alt be put in “ security villages ” 
under a dusk- to- dawn curfew. Anyone. found out- 
side the settlements would be shot on sight as a 
Shifta. No sooner had the warning gone out than 
four more Kenyan civil servants died in a hail of 
bullets from machine guns fired in the center of 
Garissa town itself. 

The government in Nairobi ordered the mobiliza- I 
lion of all security forces in the province and drafted 
in reinforcements from the Kenyan army and 
paramilitary police. Reports say many Somalis in 
northeastern province have been rounded up and 
some Somalis have been taken to Nairobi for inter- 
rogation. 

These tough measures remind Kenyans of the 
“ Shifta war " which broke out just after indepen- 
dence late in 1963 and lasted for three years, during 
which fighter bands,* armed and directed from 
Somalia, dashed with Kenyan security forces. 

The Somali fighters were seeking the secession of 
the northeastern part of Kenya to the Somali 
Republic to fulfill the aims of” a greater Somalia. " 
Since the fighting ended, ethnic Somalis living in 
Kenya have several times pledged their loyally to 
the Kenya govemment. 

Banditry never entirely ceased, but was" confined 
mainly to robbery and poaching. The district 
officer's murder and the killing of the four civil 
servants were the first attacks on government Offic- 
ers. ; 

Since independence, when Kenya inherited the 
borders established during British rule, the Kenya 
attitude has been to refuse to discuss any Somali 
border claims until the government in Mogadishu 
renounces airy rights to sovereign Kenyan territory, 
and this policy has the support of the Organization 
of African Unity. Most Kenya Somalis say they 
want to remain with Kenya, and the Somali gov- 
ernment recently repeated earlier assurances that it 
desires friendlier relations with Kenya. It had 
denied any involvement in the killings. (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


The opening of the 11th Arab Summit confer- 
ence in Amman Tuesday was the top story in all 
newspapers Wednesday. The newspapers however, 
quoted different officials, getting the general mes- 
sage that the absence of the Steadfast Front did not 
affect the proceedings of the summit conference. 

Other main stories included Interior Minister 
Prince Naif s talks with his Kuwaiti counterpart 
Sheikh Nawaf A1 Ahmad Al Sabah, King Khaled 
1 receiving tribal chiefs in the Eastern Province, and 
Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoum Hammadfs attack 
on Soviet policy in the Middle East. 

Okas with a front-page banner told of King Hus- 
sein of Jordan inviting President Sadat of Egypt to 
attend the summit conference. Egypt, ostracized by 
Arabs far signing a unilateral agreement with 
Israel, had asked to attend. The issue will be 
dedded by Arab leaders. All papers also told of 
Crown Prince Fahcfs meetings with King Hussein 
and Iraqi President Saddam Hussein upon his arri- 
val in Amman before the meeting began. 

Most papers also gave prominence to the Iraqi- 
Iranian conflict Okaz highlig hted the Iraqi forces 
strengthening their siege of Abadan and cutting off 
of the roads and railway leading to the city. Al 
Riyadh stated that King Hussein would announce 
tiie summit meeting’s decisions Wednesday after 
the dosed, final sessions. 

Meanwhile, editorials of all newspapers dealt 
with the summit conference. Okaz said that the 
absence of some Arab countries did not affect the 


betiding of the meeting or the march toward a collec- 
tive Arab plan. The influential Arab states, the 
paper said, are determined to go ahead with the 
pursuit of a collective Arab strategy to confront the 
challenges endangering Arabs. The leaders who 
attended the opening session have confirmed that 
the present critical situation requires frank discus- 
sions based on Arab reality, and avoiding foreign 
influence that always contradicts Arab interests. 

The summit is an important transition in the Arab 
attitude from observers of international develop- 
ments to a stage of Arab action to deride what they 
want, tbemeans of restoring their rights and achiev- 
ing comprehensive peace and stability in the region, 
tire paper said. The summit shows the world that 
Arabs, despite their sufferings, have begun to work 
on their situation and ability to impose peace by 
their own efforts. They will reject any attempt to 
play around with the fate of the Palestinian people 
and their right — as happend in tire Camp David 
accords, the paper noted. 

Al Riyadh said that the summit, having overcome 
the obstacles internationally put in its way, con- 
firmed that the conference’s debate will be different 
from previous summit meetings judging by the 
opening speeches. The leaders attending the sum- 
mit are unanimous on the need to step over Arab 
differences, and the decisions to be taken wffi be by 
the majority that has taken greatcare to keep points 
of differences outside the conference. 

This is the first time that tfifferences are taken as 


an advantage fur Arabs and not again sr their inter- 
ests, the paper went on. If all Arab leaders were to 
attend the conference, the summit would have been 
endangered because all efforts would have gone to 
making speace between - them and would not have 

had the chance to deal with the crucial issues. 

Al Jaztrah further emphasized the prospects of 
success saying that despite the regre table and illogi- 
cal absence of some Arab countries, tire confer- 
ence’s successful start indicates a strong and honest 
indination for overall success. The non-attendance 
of some countries would not stop the march of the 
Arab nation which is reorganizing its forces in 
Amman for more power, unity and solid arity. 

Al Medina regreted the attempts of those who call 
for dissension to replay their history once more by 
refraining from attending the summit. Arabs in 
general and honest leaders in particular are deter- 
mined to go ahead with future plans for the Arab 
nation away from the struggle and interference of 
foreign powers, the newspaper added. 

The absence of certain countries because of their 
differences, with other would be natural, if not 
accompanied by attempts to create an independent 
force, noted A/ Yom in its editorial. Honest leaders 
are trying to avoid polarization and prevent the 
foreign fprees from encouraging tfifferences. 
Although there is a big gap between ambitions and 
achievements, collective Arab work transcends all 
differences and attempts at polarization which aim 
to control die strategic horizons in the Arab world, 
the paper added.

JEDDAH — The hall resounds whh the 
yelk of Americans, the polite applause of the 
British and the clatter of tumbling pins as the 
Philippines team makes another strike ... 

. The Jeddah Boiriiag Center has been open 
for just over two years and has quickly 
become popular with Jeddah residents. 
According to manager Naim Shalbtait is pro- 
ving to be a great commercial success: The 
atmosphere at the center is friendly and cos- 
mopolitan: the sport is particularly popular 
with Far Eastern nationalities — Filipinos, 
Koreans, Malaysians and Chinese.

TOKYO, Nov. 26 (AFP) - Japanese 
Foreign Minister Masayoshi I to Wednesday 
dropped a paragraph in a prepared speech 
which said his government hoped the trial of 
South Korean dissident Kim Dae- j ong would 
not jeopardize relations between Tokyo and 
Seoul. 

The move coincided with a reported formal 

protest from the South Korean government 
to Japan for applying pressure over the death 
sentence on Kim which is currently under 
appeal . I to told a meeting of Japanese ambas- 
sadors in Asia and die Pacific region that 
peace and stability in ti le Korean peninsula 
was crurial to Japanese security. 

The passage referring to Kim was appar- 
ently dropped because I to did not want to 
embarrass further the Seoul government of 
President Chun Doo Hwan over its handling 
of the Kim case, observers said. 

Reliable sources in Seoul said that acting 
South Korean Foreign Minister Kim 
Dong-Wi summoned Japanese Charge 
d* Affaires Kunio Muradka to the foreign 
ministry to demand that Japan “stop meddF 
ine” in South Korea’s domestic aSaiis. 

The South Korean government was said to 
have been particularly angered by Japanese 
Premier Zenko Suzuki 1 s statement to South 
Korean Ambassador Choi Ky No recently in 
Tokyo that Japan might reduce Its coopera- 
tion with South Korea in favor of North

Korea if Kim were executed. 

South Korean newspapers, in what 
appeared to be en orchestrated campaign 
encouraged by the government. Tuesday 
attacked Suzuki for issuing a “diplomatic 
threat” to Seoul. 

Kim's case is currently under review by the 
civilian supreme court. If it confirms the 
death sentence passed by lower courts Chun 
is still empowered to commute it. 


GENEVA, Nov. 26 (AP) - A bomb 
exploded here Tuesday, injuring a 79-year- 
old woman, and an anonymous telephone cal- 
ler said the October Third Organization, 
believed made up of Armenian politicals, was 
responsible. The same group claimed respon- 
sibility for an explosion at- the city court build- 
ing on Nov. 4, which also injured one person. 

The bomb was -hidden in a flower pot near 
the tellers' windows at the Union Bank of 
Switzerland branch office in downtown 
Geneva and caused little damage. The 
injured woman, a bank client and one of the 
few persons in the bank at the time, suffered 
shock and cuts, police reported. 

Nearly four hours after the blast, a woman 
who spoke English with an accent phoned the 
Geneva office of the Associated Press with 
the following message: “This is for you. This 
is the October Third Movement. We are 
assuming responsibility for the bomb attack. 
We will continue until our comrades’ libera- 
tion. Thank you." 

Authorities theo.-zed that the attacks were 
in retaliation for Swiss involvement in the 
arrest of an Armenian in Marseilles.

4 You ’ll never get me,’ English ‘Ripper’ tells pursuers 


LEEDS, England, Nov. 26 (AFP) — In an 
icy, calm tone the anonymous voice with a 
characteristic northern Fngiish accent says: 
“ My name’ s Jack _. I’ve got great respect for 
you George ... but you’ll never get me. I will 
kill myself fust.” 

The tape-recorded speaker is die 20th cen- 
tury “Jack die Ripper," the most hunted man 
in Britain, wanted far 13 known vicious mur- 
ders and four attempted ones since 1975. 

“George" is assistant Chief Constable 
George Oldfield, 58, who has headed the 
Ripper hunt for the past five years and four 
months, but is being replaced by a fresh team 
of five picked “think tank" police officers in 
an unprecedented move in British police his- 
tory. 

For the whole Ripper search is being reor- 
ganized, mainly because of widespread public 


pressure to “get that man,” following the 
murder here last week of the latest Ripper 
victim, Jacqueline Hill, a 20-year-old lan- 
gauge student. 

Head of the new team of detectives is chief 
superintendent James Hobson, 53, himself 
from Leeds. 

He has a 26-year-old daughter who 
teaches at school here and who said Wednes- 
day, I am just as worried as any member of 
the public." 

A man claiming to be the Ripper has 
threatened, in an anonymous telephone call, 
to kill again on Friday. 

The Ripper operates in what is know here 
as the “death triangle" formed by the towns 
of Leedv Bradford and Wakefield, all in 
Yorkshire, though he has killed across the 
p ermines in Manchester and Reston. 

Ke leaves a “signature” cm each victim by 


the way he mutilates die body. But the police 
have kept this detail a secret. It is a positive 
means of identification. 

The police investigation has so far cost $8 
million during which an “ideality” has been 
built up. It shows that the Ripper is a 
bachelor, and skilled worker or technician, 
from 30 to 40 years old, who probably fives in 
Yorkshire and has a perfect knowledge of 
Leeds, where he has struck, five times. He is a 
meticulous man, and presumably owns, or 
has access to, a garage. His car is well cared- 
for and th e murder weapons he has used are a 
screwdriver and a hammer. 

The Ripper appears to be well-educated. 
He speaks excellent grammatical English and 
his teachers should be able to remember him, 
police say. 

His blood group, taken from the saliva 


used in sealing die envelopes he has used 
sending messages to the police, show he is of a 
rare “O” type. 

Psychiatrists describe him as a sadistic 
psychopath with necrophilic tendencies, but 
with immense self-control which enables him 
to five a completely normal everyday exis- 
tence. In addition, there is the tape-recorded 
voice with a distinctive northeast Sunderland 
accent — differnt from that of Leeds — which 
must mark him for anybody who knows him. 

In fact police are convinced that some- 
body, a dose relative orfriend, must be aware 
of the Ripper's identity. 

There is a self-imposed curfew throughout 
Yorkshire, with women refusing to go out at 
night unless it is absolutely necessary. The 
press, radio and television constantly issue 
warnings about the Ripper.

He is“Col- 
uche the Clown**, who shambles omo the 
stage in the bine denims of a worker and 
complains about everyone and everything in 
general in a voice like a whirring buzz-saw. 

Nothing wrong about that, except that 
Coluche has ann ounced that be is a candidate 
for the April 1 98 1 presidential elections. His 
political platform is expressed by the slogan: 
“They’re All Rotten.” 

That is what is worrying the politicians, 
because there are some unhealthy signs that 
Cluche might have touched a raw nerve in the 
25- million strong French electorate. 

Coluche looks and acts like an illiterate 
plumber and makes no pretence at having a 
coherent political program. Serious political 
leaders, asked what they think about his can- 
didature, wSl not even deign to comment. 
They could be terribly wrong. 

The recent issue of the leftist weekly 
Nouvd Observateur has shocked many people 
by pub lishing results of a public opinion poll 
of some of its readers — 25 per cent said they 


would vow for Coluche. 

Pro- government politicians totally 
Coluche’s candidacy while the Communst* 
“refuse to join in a show business publicity 
campaign for him" He is so far not a mafoj 
danger, for under French law a man can onty 
be a registered presidential candidate if 
obtains the signed support of 500 pereom 
holding elected office — like a senator 
deputy, mayor or local councillor. 

There are over 50.000 of them in France 
so the task is not insurmountable, but it ta 
been made harder for Cohichc by party lead- 
ers issuing strict orders to their suppurters to 
turn him down if he approaches them f w 
their signature. 

Once Coluche collects hu 506 signatures, 
he would have the right during the campaign 
to appear on * tare- run television to makehh 
election patch. 

Already be seems to be. getting support 
amongst the associations of small shopkeep- 
ers, intellectual anarchist circles and some 
authors, lawyers, teachers and sociologists.

Soviets said winning India information war 
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. NEW DELHI, Nov. 26 (LAT) — Brahma 
Cheflaney.a graduate student, received the 
first propaganda broadside only two months 
after enrolling in the di sarmamen t studies 
program at Jawahaiial Nehru University 
here. 

It. was from the U.S. Internationa] Com- 
munications Agency, formerly the U.S. 
Informatin Agency. The following day, a vol- 
ume entitled The Great Speeches of Leonid I. 
Brezhnev arrived, complaints of the Soviet 
Embassy. 

Within weeks the West Germans were 
sending Chellaney a weekly magazine about 
Indo- German affairs. From die British came 
an occasional item highlighting their 
involvement with India. Next came invita- 
tions to lectures, seminars, cultural events. 

- Today, Chellaney estimates, that he 
receives three to four items a week from the 
publicity wings of the embassies here. Some 
of them he reads, most he throws away. 

“I never asked for any of it," he said. “It 
just started coming.” 

... As one of a handful of students in a 
poEtically-sensitive program, Chellaney is a 
prime target in a sustained, low-key prop- 
aganda war waged by nations large and small 
to influence Indian opinion and, with it, 
Indian foreign policy. 

This international image-building is 
politely called “public diplomacy.” It is an 
accepted element of international relations 
.and goes on, usually quietly, in most coun- 
tries of the world. ■ 

It is especially important in India, a 
: founding member of die nonaligned move- 
ment and die regional power in an area 
engulfed in crisis. India’s attitudes are 
influential, its actions important. 

It is the superpowers, the United States 
and die Soviet Union, that dominate this 
struggle, and they do so wirh completely 
opposite strategies, tactics and styles. 

For die Soviets, India is a top-priority 
nation, and they spend accordingly. Working 
from the strength of a long, trusted political 
relationship, die Soviets use movies, rallies, 
cultural exchanges and mountains ofpaper to 
pepper India’S masses with the simple, repeti- 
tive message that the Soviet Union is a nation 
that cares about people, cares about India 
and wiQ continue to be a reliable ally. 

Although their efforts are often unsophis- 
afcated and crude, their message appears to 
through, in part at least. 

* Their program is voluminous and exten- 
sive, deliberately reaching to a wide segment 
of society" U.S. Ambassador Robert 
Gotieen said. “It poses a helluva problem."

AH USICA functions and nearly all 
of hs printed material are produced in Engl- 
ish, a la ng uag e spoken by only 2 per cent of 
me population and a diminishing number of 
India's decision- makers. 

While India's first-generation leadership 
was fluent in E nglish and exposed to Western, 
ideas through years of British colonial rule, 
the post- independence agricultural revolu- 
tion has spawned powerful new rural elites 
that speak no Hngiwh at alL 

Though about 70 outlets of tire People’s 
Publishing House Ltd., scattered around die 
country, the Soviets offer a varied selection of 
high-quality, low-cost books in all official 
Indian languages, for students from the prim- 
ary grades to university graduate level. 

■ In addition to written material, the Soviets 
reach the coming generation of Indian lead- 
ers through youth and student groups, usually 
a ffi lia te d with the Communist Party of India. 

In a country that is movie-mad, the Soviets 
make liberal use of the motion picture, often 
using a vacant lot for a theater and the wall of 
an adjacent b uilding for a screen. 

The Americans, who once made liberal use 
of public film showings, now compete by run- 
ning highly polished videotapes to 
invitation-only gatherings. 

Although the Russians outspend the 
Americans here, they main rain a modest. 


unpretentious image. Soviet cultural dep art- 
mem offices, bare- floored and furnished with 
spartan furniture, would fit alm ost unnoticed 
into any Indian government office block. The 
only concession to luxury is Russian-made 
telephones. USICA officials, who argue that 
sh rin kin g budgets keep them from broaden- 
ing their focus beyond the upper emst, do so 
from hushed, thickly carpeted offices. 

While it is impossible to measure precisely 
the result of any propaganda effort, the 
Soviets seem 'to make inroads more by the 
sheer weight of their program than by by its 
subtlety. 

_ “Much of the Soviet propaganda is the sil- 
liest, stupidest tiling going.” publisher Karan- 
jia said, “but there isn’t a day goes by that 
they don't have something going. After a 
while it sinks in.” 

By contrast, Swamy, the member of parli- 
ament. argues, the U.S. program has failed to 

influence those with real power and by 
default has let gp unchallenged the notion 
that in the United States the individual is 
exploited and people have no value or mean- 
ing. 

“The American way of life, where die indi- 
vidual is king and can rise from meagre 
begi nnings , is powerful message in a place 
like India, but it doesn’t get across ” Swamy 
said.

Britain’s number 
of unemployed up 


LONDON, Nov. 26 (R) — Britain's record 

number of unemployed has risen steeply 
again, to 8.9 per cent of the workforce, 
according to government statistics published 
> Tuesday. The chancellor of die Exchequer 
(Finance Minister), Sir Geoffrey Howe, said 
public spending would be greater than plan- 
ned this year, mainly because more benefits 
were going to the unemployed, who at die . 
above figures total 2,162,874, compared with 
2,062,866 last month. Hie figures are the 
worst since the depression of the 1930s. 

The jobless total was announced as indus- 
trialists and politicians digested a new 
economic package in which the-govemment 
Tuesday cut interest rates, increased some 
taxes, and further slashed public spending. 

Sir Geoffrey said inflation was falling 
rapidly — now at 15.4 per emit — but he 
admitted to parliament that the present- 
recession was deeper than he had expected. 
The new package was an attempt to get the 
economy back on course. 

Last week the government unveiled a $6 00 
imffip n plan to give job training to every 
unemployed school leaver under 18. 

In an attempt to ease the recession Sir 
Geoffrey’s package included a cut in the bank 
of England minimum lending rate from 16 
per cent to 14 per cent 

Hie leading high street banks responded 
immediately by cutting their overdraft rates 
by two per cent. Industrialists have beenput- 


tiag increasing pressure on the government to 
cut interest rates, which they say are ca usin g 
bankruptcies. 

' lney also hope this will bring down the 
value of die pound sterling and help make 
Britain's exports more competitive in price. 
Sterling fell by two cents against the dollar 
following tile announcement, but bounced 
back more than a cent Wednesday morning 
to $23560. 

There was a mood of caution on the stock 
exchange following Sir Geoffrey's package, 
with oil shares continuing to suffer from his 
announcement of a new production tax on 
North Sea oil fields. Ofl companies have 
already protested about the new tax, which 
they say will discourage investment in margi- 
nal fields. . 

Extra revenue will also be raised by putting op 
social insurance payments. This, and a plan to 
increase pension and welfare payments by 
less than die rate of inflation, were strongly 
criticized by opposition labor politicians. 

Public spending cuts of more than one bil- 
lion sterling will fall on housing, education, 
local services and defense. 

In the maintenance Edmonton, Alberta, 
Canada is threatening economic sanctions 
against Britain and even withdrawal from the 
British Commonwealth plan as it stands, the 
Edmonton Journal reported Monday.

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Rich states 
debate rise in 
interest rates 

PARIS, Nov. 26 (R) — Leading industrial 
‘ nations meet here this week to discuss raising 
interest- rates on official export credits -but 
chances of agreement appear slim because of 
a dispute between the United States and 
France. Officials planning the meeting said it 
is scheduled to last three days but may brake 
up in disagreement before then. 

Hie credits are the loans individual gov- 
ernments give to their domestic industries in 
order to boost exports. Leaders of the seven 
most powerful industrial nations agreed at 
their Venice summit last June that the 
minimum interest rates on such credits 
should be brought more into line with higher 
market rates by Dec. 19. 

But the U3. said last week it win take 
retaliatory action against France which it 
thinks has prevented the other eight Com- 
mon Market Countries agreeing to a U.S.

At present the minimum rates vary from 
73 to 8.75 percent and theU3. wants them 
raised at least to 103 per cent France agreed 
at a meetin g of EEC finance ministers to an 
immediate raise of 03 per cent, but opposed 
a system which would automatically raise 
credit rates saying this would conflict with the 
need to fight inflatio n.

A sharp rise in marke t 
interest rates over the same period means 
that the low official rates act as a hidden 
subsidy, the officials said. 

The success of the meeting depends largely 
on whether the UJS. maintains its hard line 
since the EEC negotiator, Raymond Than 
Van Thi wiH have little room for maneuver, 
they added. 


UAE favors postponement 
of OPEC meeting in Bali 


BAHRAIN, Nov. 26 (R) — Hie United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) Oil Minister, Mana 
Said Ordba, said Wednesday that an OPEC 
meeting scheduled for Dec. 15 should be 
postponed and oil prices should stay frozen if 
the Gulf war continued. It was the first formal 
proposal that the meeting in Bali, Indonesia, 
be put off because of the war between Iraq 
and Iran, both OPEC members. The 
Indonesian oil Minister, Subroro, touring the 
Gulf, said at the weekend the conference 
would definitely still be held. 

But oil analysts in the Gulf said Wednesday 
the likelihood of its being postponed 
increased with each day chat the war lasted. 
Ozeiba, in his statement in Abu Dhabi, said 
die UAE would not attend any meeting 
winch threatened OPEC unity. 

One oil analyst said: OPEC works on the 
principle of unanimity, and I cannot see any 
way to get that when one of the ministers 
who should be taking part is being held pris- 
oner by another OPEC member.” 

Iranian Oil Minster Mohammed Javad is 
an Iraqi prisoner of war. Golf ofl analysts 
said that in calling for the Bali meeting of 
OPEC to be postponed, and for a two- 
month-old price freeze to continue until a 


price-setting session can be held, the UAE 
minister might be reflecting the view of Saudi 
Arabia. Views in the past have sometimes 
coincided with those of the biggest oil expor- 
ter. 

The analysts said that the UAE. and the 
Saudis, might now be offering to help the 
consuming countries by giving did oil market 
time to cool down before OPEC decides on 
new prices. The suspension erf Iraqi and Ira- 
nian exports in the Gulf, which ran at around 
four million Barrels Per Day (BPD) before 
the Gulf war, has caused prices on the free, 
.non-contract oil market to soar to near- 
record levels. 

The current OPEC average is only just 
over $3 2, and western analysis have said that 
in die current state of the market, an OPEC 
meeting couldpush up from !0to20percenL 

Analysts in die Gulf added that postpone- 
ment erf the Bali meeting would be in heavy 
responsibility on consuming countries . to 
make a continued price freeze stick. 

They said there would be a danger of a 
free-for-all OPEC scramble for higher prices, 
unless importers drew on stocks to make up 
the shortfall in Gulf supplies and stayed off 
fiie spot market.

U.K. oil industry opposes 
profits tax on North Sea 


LONDON, Nov. 26 (R) —Hie oil industry, 
protested bitterly Wednesday against gov- 
ernment plans for a “windfall profits tax” on 
North Sea oil, arguing it could endanger 
exploration for new offshore fields needed if 
Britain’s oil bonanza is to last for long. 

“The current level of exploration is abysm- 
ally low and this farther change in taxation 
cannot hdp to put this right,” said a state- 
ment by the United Kingdom offshore 
operators’ association.

It will come into force in April, with pay- 
ments backdated to Jan. 1, and take 20 per 
cent of the value of ofl and gas produced from 
British offshore fields.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 26 ( AP) — Sugar 
Ray Leonard regained the World Boxing 
Council welterweight championship in shock- 
ing fashion Tuesday night when Roberto 
Duran quit in the eighth roand in what he 
later said was his last fight. 

“1 will never fight again, I am retiring from 
boxing now," said Duran, who suffered only 
his second loss in a brilliant career. But the 
loss was suprising beyond imagination. 

Duran was very much in the fight when 

suddenly late in the eighth round he turned his 
body and moved away. The referee tried to 
motion the fighters back into action, obvi- 
ously not believing what be was seeing. 

But Duran shook his head and said, “No" . 
It was all over. 

Duran later said he had cramps in his 
stomach and right arm. 

“I got so weak I couldn’t go on," he said. 
“Leonard was weak but I didn't have the 
strength to pressure him." 
r The fight ended at 2:44 of the eighth 
round. It was a strange ending to what was 
Duran's second loss in a brilliant career that 
had seen him win 72 times and intimidate 
opponents to the paint he had become one of 
boxing's most feared figh tiers. 

Duran said he started getting stomach 
cramps at the end of the fifth round. “They 
got worse and worse ” he said. Duran added 
that his body and arms continued to weaken 
for the next three rounds: 

Although all three judges had Leonard 
slightly ahead when the bout' was stopped, 
Duran called the fight even at the time it was 
stopped. 


“Because he beat me doesn't mean I have 
to resepct him,” said Duran. He said he was 
planning to retire even if he had successfully 
de f ended the title he won from Leonard last 
June in Montreal. 

“I have been fighting for a long time," the 
29-year-old Duran said. “I have gotten tired 
of the sport. It is time to retire.” 

Duran began his career March 8, 1967, 
with a four-round victory over Carlos Men- 
doza. Prior to Tuesday night’s loss, his only 
other defeat came at the han ds of Esteban 
Dejesus. Duran had also held die undisputed 
world ligh tw eig ht championship during his 
career, and had won 55 bouts by knockout 

Duran had won the ti tie from Leonard on a 
unanimous decision by bulling Leonard into 
the roles and wo rking him over. He tied to do 
it again in th& Superdome but his tactics did 
not work as Leonard used his hand an d foot 
speed to great advantage. 

It was obvious that Duran had failed to 
inti mi date Leonard in Montreal. In fact, 
Sugar Ray came into the ring dressed in vil- 
lian black trunks with gold stripes, lade socks 
and lack shoes with gold laces. There was no 
doubt that he didri t want to be known as nice 
Sugar Ray Leonard. 

And in the seventh round, Leonard’s con- 
fidence was at a point when he muged at 
Duran, taunted him, went into the Ali shuffle 
and shouted at the champ ion 

It was a major win for Leonard, a U.S. 
boxing golden boy never since he won a gold 
medal in die Montreal Olympics in 1 976. But

It is true that any declarer 
seeing all four bands would do 
just as wdL However, the 
deep trum p finesse at trick 
three is not based cm a peek at 
the opponents’ cards.

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Aftershocks rock Italy 

Living, dead found 
in earthquake rubble 


NAPLES, Italy, Nov. 26 (AP) — Rescue 
workers helped grieving villagers dig out the 
living and dead Wednesday tram ruin si eft by 
the earthquake that killed more than 3,000 in 
Southern Italy. Rain and scattered after- 
shocks added to the misery of the homeless. 

The interior ministry reported that 3,000 
bodies had now been recovered, as search 
teams began reaching villages isolated since 
the earthquake hit Sunday night. Up to 1 361 
persons were still listed as missing and 
another 5,000 were reported injured. 

Hundreds of thousands spent their third 
nigh t in cars, buses, parks or sports stadiums, 
either because of damage to their houses or 
out of fear of aftershocks ripping throqgh the 
area. The strongest, at 2 a.m., measured 3 on 
the 12-point Mercalli scale. 

But die weather began to turn, a grim sign 
for the estimated 200,000 homeless. Rain 
began before dawn and the weather bureau 
predicted that by Saturday it could turn to 
snow in some of the mountain areas in the 
disaster zone. 

Rescue teams worked slowly because they 
did not have enough bulldozers or other 
equipment. Butin Sant 1 Angelo di Lombardi, 


east of Naples, firemen pulled out three per- 
sons still alive more than 48 hours after the 
quake. 

“We can’t move this away in three years 
unless we get machines to do it,” a doctor said 
in Laviano as he surveyed a 4- me ter- high pile 
of debris where a three-story building once 
stood. Local officials estimated that they may 
find 700 bodies when all the rubble is cleared 
in Laviano, 76 kilometers east of Salerno. 

Rescuers freed 90: year- old Donate Zarillo 
in Balvano after she spent 30 hours in her 
shattered kitchen. 

“We heard her beating a piece of wood 
against the wall,” fireman Gian carlo Rocchi 
said. “We stopped still and the sound came 
again. We dug slowly (to avoid ««is«ng a col- 
lapse) and broke a hole in the wall. She was 
inside, poor thing, and we had a hard time 
convincing her it was okay to oome out” 

Many dead were still uncounted in remote 
villages as die military command estimated 
the toll at 3,132. The parish priest .in 
Sant 7 Angelo said he believes 1,500 corpses 
lie beneath the ruins. The interior ministry 
said rescuers have recovered 2,400 bodies 
and 200,000 are homeless.

Gold retreats 


British pound gains on dollar 


LONDON, Nov. 26 (AP) — The British 
pound jumped 1 Y 2 ■ cents against the dollar 
Wednesday morning, on top of a neat 2 -cent 
gain Tuesday, in an otherwise lethargic fore- 
ign exchange market, traders said. Gold 
prices retreated from overnight gains in New 
York and the Far East. 

The pound’s rise brought it to $23810 
from $23550 late Tuesday and $23370 
Monday, making up ground it lost when the 
British government cut the key Bank of Eng- 
land mini mum lending rate by two per cent to 
24 per cent on Monday. 

Even though interest on sterling deposits is 
now below the best dollar interest rates on 
world money markets, dealers said commer- 
cial demand and Britain's North Sea were 
bolstering the pound. _ 

Investors “seem to' be looking at Britain’s 
favorable trade performance with oil,” said 
one money dealer. “High inflation and a 
swelling domestic money supply aren' t acting 


as die normal deterrents,” he added. 

Otherwise the dollar was hi gh er on foreign 
exchanges in generally quiet trading ahead of 
Thursday’s Thanksgiving Day holiday in the^ 
United States. 

London's bullion houses fixed a recom- 
mended morning gold price of $625 30 a troy 
ounce, down from opening levels around 
$62730 but up from $621.75 at the dose 
Tuesday. Gold had finished at $626 in New 
York late Tuesday, a gain of $10. 

One London dealer commented that “the 
increases in die U.S. were overdone” and 
profit-taking had set in. He said $630 is defi- 
nitely a very difficult barrier for the price of 
gold to break through.” 

In Zurich the metal traded late Wednesday 
morning at a median $624.50 an ounce, up 
from $616.50. Earlier in Hong Kong, gold 
closed at $626 .27 up$ 530. 

Silver was quoted in London at $18.53 an 
ounce, down from $13.70 late Tuesday.

Soviet ‘reign of violence’ hit 

Fascell said, “the Soviet ‘ . invasion... has 
undercut all of the principles of Helsinki. ” 
Fascell is also heading a U.S. congressional 
delegation participating in the Madrid meet- 
ing far one week. He made his condemnation 
before a dosed door committee meeting dis- 
cussing “ principles” of the 2975 Helsinki 
agreements.

“ Almost a year since Soviet troops 
marched into Afghanistan, the Afghan peo- 
ple are still struggling to free themselves of 
die rogn_ of violence and oppression which 
has descended on them, imposed by a foreign 
army, ” Fascell said. 

Jiang claims 
ignorance of 
accusations 

PEKING, Nov. 26 (Agendes) — Mao 
Tso-Tung’s widow Jiang Qing has refused to 
admit the truth of charges made against her 
Wednesday and the special court before 
which she is on trial considers her to have 
“ denied ” diem, the New China News 
Agency said here. 

To ab questions from the court on “ false 
charges” she allegedly leveled against 
former premier Chou En-Lai and Deng Xia- 
oping, Jiang Qing replied," I don’t know” or 
“ I don’t know at all, ” according to NCNA. 
The chief judge of the court trying Mao’s 
widow and nine other disgraced leftist leaders 
then told a derk : “ Put it on record that the 
defendant denied ” die charges. 

Wearing her standard horn-rimmed glas- 
ses and a simple padded black” Mao” jacket 
and pants, die defendant sat in a wooden 
dock before about 600 spectactors in an 
auditorium at No. 1 Righteousness Road. • 
Spectators said she calmly tilted her head, 
leaned back and folded her hands in front of 
her. Her color was good, with rosy cheeks and 
seemingly painted lips, color photographs 
showed. 

She half dosed her eyes and listened to 
charges against her through an eaiphcme. 

Wang Hongwen, a member of the So-called 
“ Gang of Four ” led by Jiang Qing, was cal- 
led to the witness box where he renewed 
datements he had already made before the 
opening of the trial against Jiang Qing. 

Wang Hongwen said that Jiang Qing had 
been behind secret moves aimed at prevent- 
ing Deng Xiaoping, now the regime’s 
strongman, from becoming vice-premier in 
1974. The prosecutor said that “ an abun- 
dance of facts ” showed that Jiang Qing had. 
worked with the other members to organize a 
“ systematic frame-up ” of Chou En lm and 
Deng Xiaoping. 

Jaing Qing’s two former women friends 
testified that she asked them to" convey her 
words framing Chou and Deng to fTiairmag 
Mao ” the official press reported. The two 
witnesses were Tang WenMiang or “Nancy 
tang,” a well-known interpreter for Mao and 
Chou En lai; anc) Wang Hnrong, a former 
vice-minister for foreign affairs. 


MADRID, Nov. 26 (AP) — The United 
States has accused the Soviet Union of carry- 
ing out a“ reign of violence and oppression ” 
in Afghanistan and claimed nearly 10 per 
cent of the Afghan population had fled the 
country to avoid “ the Soviet army of occupa- 
tion.” 

“ In sum, the situation is one of bloody, 
brutal repression instigated and perpetuated 
by the Soviet Union, depriving Afghanistan 
and its people of their independence and 
freedom, ” U.S. Representative Dante. Fas- 
cell told delegates to the 35-nation European 
Security Conference. 

“ Tactics used include bombing of villages, 
destruction of crops, helicopter gunship 
attacks on innocent civilians, dropping of 
anti-personnel min es which maim their 
civilian victims, not only in border areas, but 
also in cultivated fields and villages away 
from the border, ” said the c on gre ss man, in 
one of the toughest U.S: attacks so far. 

The U.S. condemnation of die December 
1979 Soviet military intervention was sec- 
onded by Britain and West Germany. A 
Soviet spokesman turned aside the Western 
charges, saying they are” an old story ” that 
had nothing to do with die security confer- 
ence.

Brezhnev confers 
with Reagan ally 

MOSCOW, Nov. 26 ( AP) — U3. Senator 
Charles Percy, pegged as the next chairman 
of die Senate foreign relations committee, 
met for two hours and 40 minutes of what he 
described as “very frank and factual’ talks 
Wednesday with Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

• Percy said Brezhnev had offered him 
“assurances that give hope for the future, 
hope in Soviet- American relations and hope 
for the world.” 

The meeting in the Kremlin, also attended 
by Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
U.S. Ambassador Thomas Watson, lmted at 
least an hour longer than scheduled. 

Percy, die first U.S. government official to 
hold talks with Brezhnev since the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, declined to give 
details on the talks. Bat he said that it was 
“difficult to name a subject we did not dis- 
cuss.” 

. The Republican senator from Illinois also 
said be had scheduled further talks with 
Defense Minister Dmitry Ustinov on Thurs- 
day and with Gromyko on Friday. 

“It was a very frank, factual discussion of 
die basic differences that we have,” Percy 
told newsmen. “We laid them right on the 
table without equivocation. We expressed 
the hope that we have enough in common to 
work not only for the good ofcthe Soviet and 
American people, but for the good of the 
people of the world-” 

Percy said that he found Brezhnev in 
“extremely good, vigorous health.” He said 
the Soviet leader looked better than when he 
last met him about four years ago. ' 

The senator said Brezhnev took a “con- 
structive attitude” towards future relations 
with President-elect Ronakl Reagan. “It’s 
important for both Brezhnev and Reagan to 
send signals to one another, and they’ re doing 
so in a very positive way through me and in 
other ways,” he said. 

Percy said that prior to his visit to Moscow 
he had consulted wfrb Reagan, Reagan’s 
foreign policy advisor Richard Allen, Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter, former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and former President 
Richard Nixon and Gerald Ford. He also said 
he had received advice from West German 
Chancellor Helmut schnhdL 

Percy said he found Brezhnev “realistic, 
practical, living in the real world.” He noted 
that he had met the Soviet leader twice 
before, and said: 

“This was by all odds the most satisfactory 
discussion because we had such a full agenda, 
and relationships have gotten to such a low 
ebb that they have no way to go but up.” 


Crows spook leaders 

BANGKOK, Nov.26 (AFP) — Supers- 
tition had Thai MPs in a flap when a flock 
of black crows battled in the air above the 
pa rl iament building Tuesday morning. 

The Nation newspaper said Wednesday 
that MPs spilled out of the building to 
watch as about30 crows fought and cawed 
in the sky over the building. Veteran par- 
liamentarians referred to it as a bad omen, 
a prediction of death. 

A ccording to the report, traditional 
Thai belief has it that fighting c rows , are a 
sign of imminent grief and sorrow for die 
land. It is believed that this is die way the 
divinities warn mortals of impending 
strife. 


New strikes 
shut plants 
in Warsaw 

WARSAW, Nov. 26 (Agencies) ~r Strikes 
resumed Wednesday at seven plants around 
Warsaw and others were expected to join in 
an escalating confrontation between the gov- 
ernment and the Solidarity union over tire 
arrest of an employee. 

A spokesman for the strike committee, 
headquartered at the Ursus Tractor Factory, 
said delegates from Solidarity cells in the area 
would soon decide whether to call a “strike 
readiness alert” in support of a new fist of 
d eman ds. 

Meanwhile, Polish newspapers quoted 
Party Leader Stanislaw Kania as expressing 
concern over die “progressive destabilization 
of die economic and political life of die coun- 
try.” 

Kama, who came to power at the end of tire 
summer strike wave, was quoted as telling 
representatives of state backed unions tint 
“die symptoms of anarchy, disruptions of die 
economy and campaigns against people are 
reasons for concern for us.” 

In Washington, a U.% State Department 
official said that Soviet troops near the Polish 
border had been put on a state of alert higher 
than ‘usual, although there was no sign of 
plans to intervene in Poland. 

U.S. officials expressed growing concern 
about die possibility of intervention as lead- 
ers of trade unions announced plans for die 
general strike. The Soviet Union has warned 
that a rail strike could affect Poland's 
national and defense interests. 

The higher state of readiness has been 
detected among the 30 Soviet divisions with< 
300,000 troops near the border. A number of 
unusual activities attracted U.S. attention. 
Soviet troops in the area are usually gar- 
risoned in winter. This year they have 
engaged in small field maneuvers. 

Soviet units have been reinforced instead 
of being left at below- maximum level. 
Armored personnel carriers and tanks have 
been taken out of storage and fuelled. Offi- 
cials said they assumed that army units were 
being briefed on their roles should a decision 
be taken to intervene. 

While cautioning that intervention would 
be die last resort for the Soviet Union, one 
official said: “The Russians are doing the 
things they would have to do if they were 
planning to go in.” 

U.S. experts believe Moscow would inter- 
vene only if any of the three pillars of the 
current order in Poland were toppled. These 
are Communist Party control, membership of 
die Warsaw Pact and membership in Com- 
econ, the Soviet bloc economic system. 

There was no sign of any such development 
now, but one official termed the situation’ 
“basically anarchical.”

S. Africa to attend 
meeting as advisers 

PRETORIA, Nov. 26 (AP) — Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha has said that South Africa' 
will attend the proposed United Nations con- 
ference on southwest Africa (Namibia), but 
only as advisers. 

Botha, in a televised interview with the 
South African Broadcasting Corp, sad, “ We 
will be present in the form of advisers. We’ll 
be in the background.” 

.But he said, “We are not going there to 
participate in any talks or dedsiohs affixing 
the constitutional future of the territory.” 

He said South Africa’s position is that “the 
peoples themselves must decide their 
future.” South African officials believe that if 
they participate directly in the talks, it would 
detract from die credibility of the so-called 
“internal parties.” These are the political 
parties that participated in the territorial 
elections held in December 1978. 

These parties also would be participating in 
independence elections against the South- 
west African People's Organization, whose 
guerrillas have been fighting South Africa for 
control of the territory for 15 yean. 

Botha, in his interview, made no reference 
.to a report from the capital of neighborin g 
Mozambique that the conference would be 
held there.

Envoys explain 
Iranian queries 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 (R) - Three 
Algerian envoys Wednesday presented and 
explained Iran's response to U.S. proposals 
for ending die year-long hostage crisis. 

The Algerian ambassadors in Tehran and 
Washing ton and the governor of die Algerian 
Central Bank, who arrived Tuesday night wifl 
be welcomed by Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie at a luncheon in their honor. 

They will then begin talks with peputy 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher. The 
talks are expected to stretch into Thursday 
the American Thanksgiving holiday. 

Algeria was chosen by Iran to act as go- 
between in die negotiations. State Depart- 
ment spokesman John Trattner said it was 
continuing in the role of intermediary 

Iran drew up five lists of questions on the 
US. proposals delivered to Tehran by the 
diplomatic middlemen two weeks ago and the 
department, while generally aware of their 
contents, was awaiting formal presentation 
and explanations by the envoys, officials said. 

But Trattner could not explain why Algiers 
had sent die three envoys to Washington, 
giving them an even higher profile ifi efforts 
to gain freedom for the 52 American hos- 
tages. “We are certainly interested in getting 
the fullest possible response from Into. The 
Algerians have obviously decided that : the 
best way to do that is for them to come here 
and provide it face-to-face,” he said. 

Three weeks ago, Tehran told the United 
States that to. win release of the hostages it 
would have to pledge not to interfere in Iran’ s 
internal affairs, drop, all legal claims . against 
Iran, unfreeze Iranian, funds in U.S. banks 
and return the late Shah’s assets. ' ' 
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
